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Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant's response of 04-05-04 has been considered. In view of the MPEP §804(I)(B) 
regarding an outstanding provisional ODP as a sole issue, the previous provisional ODP is 
withdrawn herein since the copending application 09/574,740 has not been allowed. 
With no other outstanding rejection, pending claims 62-97 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention is drawn to compounds of (3-B-A-NH)-(4-X 0 )- 
(5-R 1 )-(6-Q)-pyridone-A^-(CH 2 -C(=0)-NH-Y°). The closest reference, 
Sanderson et. al. (5,668,289 — cited on IDS), teaches compounds of 
substituted amino-pyridone. However, the disclosed compound has a 
substituent represented by R 3 , which is different from the substituent 
represented by the instant variable Q. That is, R 3 represents hydrogen, 
an alkyl, a cycloalkyl or trifluoromethyl group whereas the instant 
variable Q represents an aryl or heteroaryl group. 

The second closest reference, Blagg et al. (US 6,180,627 Bl — cited on 
IDS), which also teaches compounds of substituted amino-pyridone. 
However, the disclosed compound has a bicyclic system at the end 
of the carboxamide side chain whereas the instant formula has Y° 
as a monocyclic system. Also, the disclosed compound does not 
have a substituent corresponding to the instant Q either. 

Because the difference in the teaching of Sanderson et. al. 
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cannot be remedied by the teaching of Blagg et. al., there is no 

motivation for combining the two teachings. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.

References cited on PTO-892 

Two references cited on PTO-892 only show state of the art. Like Sanderson et. al. and 
Blagg et. al., they fail to teach a side chain corresponding to the instant side chain of -(CH 2 )- 
C(=0)-Y°, and an aryl or a heteroaryl group corresponding to the instant variable Q.
